a heritage from the days when radio 
sets were in the experimental stage. 
Station owners here also said that 
because of the congested condition of 
the air, due to the fact that nearly, 
700 stations have licenses to broad- 
cast, reception of distant programs has 
been far from satisfactory on any ex- 
cept a few wave ‘lengths, and these 
few clear wave lengths are mostly de- 
voted to the broad wasting of chain pro- 
grams which. could be better enjoyed 
if brought in by local stations. 
One Night Of a Week. 
“One argument advanced for the 
continuance of silent night,” says a 
statement issued by the broadcasters, 
“is that it gave the employés of the 
stations a night off. Except in iso- 
lated instances, however, each employé 
of local broadcasting stations will, in 
the future, have his regular one day

LONDON, Nov. 15.—[U. P.]—“ Big 
Bin“ Thompson is the most typical 
Eng who ever lived in the 
United States, in the opinion of St. 
John Ervine, the dramatist. In a 
luncheon. address at the Bnglish 


Speaking union, which has been one ban 


of the targets in Mayor T n’s 
Chicago campaign against 
propaganda, Ervine enforced his point. 
“Everything Big Bill has done is 
typically English,” he said. The first 
thing an Englishman does when he 
leaves England is to rebel against the 
homeland. The most violent antag- 
onists to England are all the people 


of English origin living in foreign 


lands. 

“ This is because Englishmen do not 
tolerate tyranny. Because America 
was largely cclonized by Englishmen, 
it became an independent country. 
Had America been inhabited by Scots- 
men, the United States would be a 
British possession. 

“When I read of ‘Big Bill’s' ex- 
ploits, I say to myself: ‘My heart 
wafms to that man.’”

Later he served as pastor of, 
churches in Jackson, Mich. and 
Louisville, Ky., and in 1902 was elect-’ 
ed secretary of the western Unitarian 
conference, with jurisdiction in four- 
teen states. In 1904 he came to = 
Unity church in Chicago.

Mary Washburn Hawley, and two 
daughters, Mrs. \Milton Smith and 
Miss Pearl Hawley. The family home 
is at 4236. North Hermitage avenue.

“I have found that the bicarbonate treat- 
ment does the work of preventing colds.’

does more harm than good. His method 
is as follows: In washing the face in 
the morning cover the nose and the en- 


*trance to the nostrils with a very thick, 


heavy lather. No effort ié made to snuff 
this lather into the nostrils, but some 
of it will get into a zone in which the 
epithelium is arranged like the skin. 
Next, the lather is washed away with 
hot water. The water should be applied 
especially: to the nose and entfance of 
the nostrils without being snuffed up. 


The ceremonial is concluded with blow- 


ing the nose. The soap and the hot wa- 
ter will have excited the secretion of 
considerable watery mucus. When this 
is blown out it cleanses the membrane 
of dirt and germs. 

For the treatment of a cold that has 
once begun he advises rest, light diet, 
and occasional ddses of aspirin.
